A friend and I were bonefishing 


one day, cruising the flats cast 
of Julia Island which lies on the 
Atlantic side of Key

We watch- 
ed them for a while, moving out 
through* the ground swell toward Iho 
barrier reef, seven miles offshore. 
The last \^e saw of them they were 
still right side up. That's Ihe sort 
of thing that contributes heavily 
eacli year to the national statistics 
on boating accicbnls and dro\sn- 
ings, 


At the close of the 1957 bonting 


season, the Outboard Boating Club 
of America compiled a report, giv- 
ing the findings of an able grni'p 
of investigators who had spend the 
summer tabulating the vital statis- 
tics 
of 
tatnl 
booting 
accidents 


throughout the nation. 


Nobody, arid that includes this 


department, takos much pleasure 
from reading statistics unless those 
figures are of vital concern to the 
reader. However, if you spend'much 
time in small boats, such infor- 
mation as the Outboard Boating 
Club cf America has compiled is 
surely worth more than passing 
notice. 


The thins which was brought 


home quite strongly on reading this 
report was the sad truth that i\ 
very small percentage of boating 
accidents ore unavoidable, The rest 
can 'be credited to inexperience, 
thoughtlessness 'twhioh is another 
way of saying "stupidity") and 
downright disregard of Iho rules 
of courtesy and common-sense boat 
handling, 


For example, more tHan 35 per 


cent 
of 
the 
boating 
laUlitios 


throughout the nation could be at- 
tributed directly tQ "foolish opera- 
tion, overloading, standing up in the 
boat, Uirnin,g too sharply, etc," 


It must be remembered 
tlia't 


America's pleasure-boat fleet has 
more than tripled in the pa.st ten 
years. In 1957 alone, 350,000 small 
eriU't wore added to the highest 
previous total. In thtH same year, 
it has been reliably pstlnialcd that 
there were 7,071,000 pleasure craft 
afloat and In use on the Nation's 
wateys.
